Heavy artillery fighting in the 
Champagne is reported in todays 
official statement. Only patrol ac- 
tions occurred on the main battle 
front in Picardy. The announcement 
says: 

“French patrols carried out oper- 
etions north of Hanguard (on the 
front before Amlens), near Courcy 
and west of the Meuse, bringing 
back prisoners. We easily repulsed 
a German raid on small French 
posts northwest of Orvillers-Sorel. 

“The artillery fighting was rath- 
er spirited in the Champagne near 
Butte du Mesnil, and in the Vosges 
A German local attack north of La 
Yreht, was repulsed by our fire.”

FEDERAL HOME RULE SCHEME 
SAID TO HAVE STRONG SUPPORT 


Lloyd George Declared to Incline 
- Toward It as Means of Settling 
Irish Problem. 

LONDON, May 14 (By A. P.).— 
The speech on Sunday in which 
George Nicoll Barnes, labor member 
of the War Cabinet, advocated a 
Federal scheme of home rule for the 
United Kingdom, has attracted much 
attention here and in Ireland. 

The lobbyists at Westminster say 
the utterance was a “trial balloon” 
to test the country’s opinion and de- 
clare that members of the Cabinet, 
including Premier Lioyd George, are 
inclining to such a solution of the 
Irish problem. This is due partly, it 
is said, because they believe the 
scheme affords the only chance of 
winning Ulster to home rule. 

The Daily News credits the Min- 
isters with the opinion that it is the 
best policy to frame an Irish home 
rule bill which will be general in 
structure and which could be fitted 
into a subsequent act. establishing 
Similar Federal Parliaments in En- 


gland, Scotland and Wales. 


The suggestion, however, is. re- 
jected absolutely in Ireland, accord- 
ing to dispatches from Dublin, 
where, it is said, Dr. Barnes’ speech 
was received with angry contempt.

COMMERCIAL, TREATIES 


Step Announced by Chancellor of 


5 (By A. P.).— 
Andrew Bonar Law, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, made an important 
announcement in the House of Com- 
mons Monday, the Times says, when 
in reply to a question by Sir Edward 
Carson he said the British Govern- 
ment intended to adopt a policy sim- 
ilar to that of the French Govern- 
ment -in denouncing all commercial 
conventions cotaining a general 
clause regarding ‘most favored na- 
tions.”

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MUTINY IN AUSTRIAN 
FLEET LASTED A WEEK

Crews at Pola and Cattaro Said 
‘to Have Gained Number of 
Demands by Revolt. 


LONDON, May 14 (Special Cable). 


|—-The Times’ correspondent at Ital- 


ian headquarters, writing Saturday, 
says: 

‘‘News has been trickling through 
to Italy for some time about a great 
mutiny in the Austrian fleet early in 
February. It »gbegan at Pola, but 
broke almost simultaneously at Cat- 
taro. 

“The arsenal workmen at Pola de- 
manded cessation of disciplinary 
measures aboard ship and ashore. 
The movement spread to ships in 
the harbor. Crews thronged the 
decks shouting. Naval officers par- 
leyed with the men for a week and 
finally all the sailors’ and workmen's 
demands were granted. 

“At Cattaro six cruisers and sev- 
eral destroyers hoisted the red flag. 
The German and Magyar elenfents 
on some of the ships held aloof and 
there were encounters between them 
and mutineers. The guns of one 
ship were turned on another and 
some mutineers were killed. 

“After three days the mutineers 
became masters of the port. The 
officers were seized. The Admiral 


was confined in a vessel in the har-. 


bor. 

“The mutineers gave all orders 
afloat and ashore. These were print- 
ed and signed ‘The Committee of 
Crews.’ The wireless apparatus was 
seized and the sailors communi- 
cated demands to Vienna. Promi- 
nent among demands was one for an 
immdiate conclusion of peace. 

‘“‘Placating but noncommittal re- 
plies were sent. It was decided to 
dispatch to Cattaro a division of the 
fleet under a German-Aunstrian Ad- 
miral. hen this appeared before 
Cattaro e position was critical, as 


the.new division. The Teutonic ele- 
ment in one of the revolting cruisers 


got free and hauled down the red/! 


flag. 

‘‘Negotiations were opened on an 
equal footing between the Admiral 
and the mutineers and the latter con- 


t 

ances would be settled. The Cattaro 
fleet then returned under the Aus- 
trian flag after being eight days in 
open revolt.

Fifty years ago we did not have this 
equipment, but we had two janitors at the 
schools at that time, and the School Board 
did not get over that idea of employing 
only two men at the schoolhouse.

Thrift Garden Advisors Needed.

Do you not favor community garden ad- 
visors? My interest in the thrift garden 
movement has led me to make a number 
of observations as to how back-yard and 
vacant-lot gardens are being conducted. 
Some yards are poorly spaded; some cov- 
ered with thick layers of green manure, 
where rotted manure, well mixed with the 
soil, is much better. Some lots are stripped 
with highly ridged rows. Generally a heavy 
rain or a dry spell will injure plants on 
such ridges. The plans of many who have 
prepared their soil fairly well seem to be 
against them. I noted cabbages placed 
under the shade of houses, and tomatoes 
14 inches apart next to solid board fences. 
One man had planted his entire back yard 
to potatoes, when perhaps with just a little 
help he could have arranged to grow plants 
that would net him far more. 

The peole who are making these errors 
are doing their best. Perhaps they are not 
careful readers, but their effort is evidence 
that they are patriotic and deserving. Is 
there not some way by which direction may 
be planned that will count more for them 
and so for us all?

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BRING INDUSTRIES TO COAL. 

Lying in the heart of America’s food, fuel, raw 
material, transportation, labor and population 
region, St. Louis is the ideal place for the great 
war industries. Other parts of the country have 
some advantages as locations for these industries, 
but no other city has as many as St. Louis. 

In the matter of fuel alone, perhaps the most 
vital need for continuous, abundant production 
of war manufactures, St. Louis is pre-eminent. 
Because of its shipping facilities, New England 
was favored as a location for war industries when 
the war broke out. But experience has shown 
that the possession of coal is more important 
than that of harbors. Last winter, not only were 
the industries of New England crippled because 
of the scarcity of coal, but hospitals and homes 
were unable to secure enough coal to be kept 
comfortably warm. There was a fuel famine in 
New England, while St. Louis had enough coal 
and to spare for all purposes. 

The Shipping Board and the Railroad Admin- 
istrator are at present engaged on the problem 
of accumulating enough coal in New England to 
prevent the shutting down of the war industries 
there. Under the circumstances, it would hardly 
seem wise for the Government to expand these 
industries in a section which cannot provide its 
own coal. 

No such objection is possible with regard to St. 
Louis. This city is within eight miles of one of the 
largest coal fields in America—with a freight rate 
of 521-2 cents. No other great Amerfcan city 
boasts a similar fuel situation. All the coal that 
could possibly be needed for all the war industries 
the Government might locate here could be sup- 
plied without diverting car tonnage that should 
be used for other shipments. The river can be 
utilized to relieve the railroads of heavy tonnage. 

In addition to an unlimited supply of fuel, St. 
Louis has 26 trunk line railroads. That means 
that the raw material and the finished product 
can be shipped either way without difficulty. The 
city has already 170,000 factory workers. As the 
center of a vast region with 40,000,000 inhabitants, 
it has a practically unlimited army of workers 
to draw upon. It is nearer than New England 
to the great copper mines. Such raw materials as 
petroleum, zinc, lead, cotton and limber are all 
to be had within its territory. And, unlike the 
congested Eastern cities, it, has the facilities to 
house the workers, a problem which has become 
increasingly difficult on the Eastern coast. 

The Chamber of Commerce and other public- 
spirited bodies are making efforts to bring war 
industries to St. Louis. There ought not to be 
much difficulty in bringing the industries to the 
coal and raw materials. 
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In the next “frightfulness’ circular which they 
send out to neutral countries the Gefman may ‘in- 
clude the wanton destruction of Amiens as an- 
other example of what the civilized world may 
have to fear if Prussian militarism goes un- 
checked.

While not dar- 
ing to risk what would happen for kissing her 
hand, St. Louis is at least ailling to hold out 
his own paw and say, “Howdy.”
